Vexing Problems of Women Jurors. 
Spokane, Wash., July 13.—What to 
do with Women who will be called to 
serve as jurors with men when the 
Spokane county' superior court con­ 
venes next September, is one of tilt 
vexing problems confronting the five 
members of the bench, headed 
by 
Judge Henry L. Kennan. The various 
clubs 
in Spokane 
have 
given out 
statem ents th at their members are 
ready and willing to do jury' duty. 
The judges hope a modern Salomon 
or Portia will come forward to un­ 
ravel the tangles presented by tiles 
possible situations: 
If 12 women are selected to try a 
case and six disagree from the other 
six. 
lf four women decided 
they’ 
are 
right in a civil action and six men 
jurors hold opposite views. 
If a mixed jury’ of men and women 
is kept together in a felony case un­ 
til all are agreed upon a verdict. 
If six women and six men are lock­ 
ed in a room to determine the guilt 
or innocence of a person charged 
with a capital crime? 
Relating to service of jurors in the 
superior court the law’ adopted by 
the legislature of 1911, says: 
“Any- woman desiring to be excus 
ed from jury service may claim ex­ 
emption by signing a written or print 
ed notice thereof and returning same 
to the sheriff before the date of ap­ 
pearance, and if exemption is claim­ 
ed by reason Iof sex. no fee shall be 
allowed for her appearance.”

I tru st that you will give his let­ 
ter space in your paper and will also 
use your influence in securing a lo­ 
cal agent for Pontotoc county.

Dear Sir: 
Lack of time has forc­ 
ed me to neglect this proposition of 
taking up our work with you and the 
Ada people. 
Our 1912 appropriation, while, some 
larger 
than 
last 
year 
will 
be 
used largely in 
increased 
salaries 
wibht efficient men now in the w ork; 
hence the opportunity for extending 
the work will be limited. However 
some new localities will be covered. 
with this extra fund, and in such 
cases where the work is to be dis­ 
continued through lack of co-opera­ 
tion of the local people. 
You understand that this is a co­ 
operative work, and as such, the de­ 
partm ent is willing to put up funds 
where Che 'people are willing to as­ 
sist. Most states where this work is 
in operation, laws are created taxing 
the people for funds necessary to as­ 
sist the work. This is not true of 
Oklahoma. So our only show is to 
carry on the work independent, or se­ 
cure a fund by local subscription, 
which sis usually done through the 
town’s people.
